Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 8- 1 4 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record does not anticipate the claimed device for electrically controlling an automatic weapon 
comprising a housing detachably mounted on a side of the weapon, an electric drive motor 
disposed on the housing, an electric control device, a threaded spindle that extends parallel to a 
longitudinal axis of the drive motor, a spindle nut, a driver, a cocking bolt and an arresting lever.
